Congress scored a resounding victory over the left wing group, put 
its own candidates into office, and won a vote of confidence for 
itself in a rowdy days-long convention here last week, with the

The vote was 
an expression of confidence in the 
stewardship of the present lead- 
ership and a vindication of its 
action with regard to the dissi- 
dent elements. The American 
Jewish Council and the Jewish 
Peoples’ Fraternal Order were 
expelled some six months ago for 
preaches of discipline. The De- 
troit Chapter lost its charter 
some three months ago on the 
ground that # had persistently 
violated Congress discipline and 
had been a disruptive minority. 

In a series of resolutions, the 
Congress 

Endorsed unequivocally a full- 
scale U. S. chalutziut movement 
for Israel; 

Called on the USSR and Soviet 
orbit countries to lift bans 
against emigration of Jews to 
Israel; 


Urged a review of the unsuc- 
cessful denazification efforts in 
Germany; 


Asked the U. 8. to withdraw 
support from the unrealistic 
plan to internationalize Jeru- 
salem; 


Called for implementation to 
the fullest of the President’s 
Civil Rights program in the 
army,navy, and areas under fed- 
eral control such as post offices, 
federal courts, federal parks and 
the Canal zone; 


And finally asked for a revised 
DP bill based on need and merit. 
An indication of the Conven- 
tion’s ultimate decision of wheth- 
e@ a vote of confidence in the 
Congress Administration should 
be given or withheld by the mem- 
bership, came early in the meet- 
ing at the Hotel New Yorker 
when an amendment by Mrs.

Closed Ballot Demand Defeated 

The final session of the AJC 
eonvention, under the chairman- 
Ship of Mrs. Justine Wise Polier, 
witnessed a drive by the so-called 
dissident elements to thwart the 
recommendations of the nomina- 
tion committees, by asking for 
a separate vote on each candi- 
date, including those suggested 
from the floor. Running the 
session with firm hand, Mrs. 
Polier permitted a vote on the 
closed ballot issue. This mo- 
tion, and other motions by the 
opposition, was turned down by 
an overwhelming majority of the 
estimated 580 delegates. 

Rabbi Miller, a graduate of the 
Yeshivah College and Columbia 
University, has long been active 
in Jewish affairs. He is a vice- 
president of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America, member of 
the Actions Committee of the 
World Zionist Organization, a 
member of the national execu- 
tive of the UPA, associate chair- 
man of the United Jewish Appeal 
in New York and a member of 
the executive committee of the 
World Jewish Congress. 

Reelected as president of the 
Women’s Division was Justice 
Justine Wise Polier, daughter of 
the late Rabbi Wise.

Miller, are: Dr. Alfred J. Marrow, 
Chairman of the executive com- 
mittee; Rabbi Morton Berman, 
Chairman of the administrative 
committee; Harold B. Cohen, 
treasurer, and Nataan Edelstein, 
secretary.

Addressing the 400 delegates 
attending the convention, Jacob 
Blaustein, president of the Am- 
erican Jewish Committee, said a 
“permanent obligation rests on 
the Jewish communities in this 
eountry to promote better rela- 
tions among all groups in Am- 
erican life.” He said it was no 
longer too necessary for Amer: 
ican Jews to concern themselves 
exclusively with philanthropic 
activities, but that they must 
take widespread interest in civil, 
political, economic and religious 
positions concerning themselves 
and their fellow Americans.

most of the centuries of Jewish Dispersion, 


the Hebrew language was used by the Jews pretty much as 
Latin was used in the Middle Ages. But the proportion of Jews 
familiar with Hebrew was many times greater than the pro- 


portion of Christians who knew Latin. 


portant, the Jews by and large 
felt that Hebrew was their na- 
tional tongue, just as they felt 


that Palestine was their na- 
tional homeland. They consid- 
ered themselves exiles from 


both, and fervently hoped to re- 
turn to both. In these two re- 
spects Hebrew was much more

Ages. 

Hebrew was always used as the 
language of prayer. The Ortho- 
dox Jew even today utters about 
30,000 Hebrew words daily in his 
prayers and benedictions, even if 


he does not study a line. For 
most centuries—until very re- 
cent times—the average male 


adult Jew did quite a bit of study- 
ing daily. Scholars—of whom 
there were always many—did a 
great deal of studying. 

Tne language of study was 
mostly Hebrew and partly Ara- 
maic. The Talmud is Aramaic, 
mixed with Hebrew. But the Bi- 
ble, the Mishnah, the religious

commentaries on the Bible and on 
the Talmud, books on law and in-

Af- 
ter the great age of Hebrew poe- 
try in Spain, there came a great 
development in Hebrew secular 
prose. 

The two great poetic genuises 
of the Spanish era—Solomon Ga- 
birol and Yehuda Halevi—wrote 
their verses in Hebrew but their 
philosophic books in Arabic 
which at that time was the most

advanced language in Europe). 
No doubt, they found their He- 
brew vocabulary inadequate for 
expressing the _ scientific and 
philosophic concepts they had ac- 
quired in Arabic. But already at 
that period, Abraham Ibn Ezra 
began writing popular science in 
Hebrew, which was a move in the 
direction of filling the gap in the 
Hebrew vocabulary. 

Maimonides also wrote his 
great philosophic work in Arabic, 
but his comprehensive work on 
Jewish law was written in excel- 
lent Hebrew prose. In Maimoni- 
des’ day under his personal di- 
rection, his philosophic book 
“Guide of the Perplexed” was 
translated into Hebrew. The same 
translators (Brothers Ibn-Tibbon) 
rendered Yehuda Halevi’s philo- 
sophic work “The Khazar” from 
Arabic to Hebrew. 

At about the same time, Yehu- 
da al-Harizi wrote the first book 
of fiction in Hebrew. 

Thus the Hebrew language 
practically caught up with the 
Arabic language in a short time. 
By the 13th and 14th centuries, 
Hebrew was far more adequate as 
a language of literature, science 
and philosophy than any Euro- 
pean language at that time and 
was hardly behind Latin. There 
was continuous literary activity 
in Hebrew all the time and secu- 
jar literature produced at some 


periods between tne Spanish 
Golden Era and modern times, 


HOWEVER, AFTER a few cen- 
turies, Hebrew found itself be- 
hind again. The languages and 
literature of Europe, during 
those centuries, developed so rap- 
idly that when the period of He- 
brew rebirth came, Hebrew had a 
great deal to catch up. It also 
suffered from the handicap of not 
being a spoken language. 

The beginnings of the Modern 
Hebrew Rebirth are to be found, 
not in present-day Israel, as is 
tae common myth, but in Ger- 
many toward the end of the 18th 
century. 

The Israel Merchant Fleet has 
been increased from four vessels 
with a capacity of 6,000 tons on 
May 15, 1948, to 21 vessels with a 
capacity of 50,000 tons.

CONTEMPT FOR ORDINARY JEW 
OFTEN EMERGES IN COMMENTARY

OMMENTARY has had many distinguished editorial contribut. 
ors. Men like Martin Buber, Thomas Mann, Sidney Hook, 
Arnold Toynbee, Irwin Edman, Alvin Johnson and Hans Kohn have 


graced its pages. Each issue contains, too, the com- 
pensating light articles, the “short stories and anec- 
dotes telling the homely, friendly story” of Jewish 


life. 


While some of these stories have been in good 
taste, too many of them have revealed an editorial 
contempt for the ordinary Jew, the religious Jew, 
the humble Jew. Commentary seems to have discov- 
ered a polite and literary way of 
“kikes” without using that offensive term, and by 
hiding behind the appearance of humor and “re- 


miniscences.” 


talking about 
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Many of the stories about the Bronx, about Brownsville, about 
orthodox Judaism, are presented from the condescending perspective 
of the “white Jews” of the editorial staff. It is made clear that the 
subjects are “the other kind of Jew,” the kind one can laugh at, ever 
so good naturedly. If tnere has been similar treatment of Wealthy 
Jews, German Jews, Jews of the American-Jewish Committee type, 


it has escaped my attention. 


This is a subtle form of self-hatred, of shame, and it may 
be lost upon the reader of a single copy of Commentary. But 
anyone who has been following the American Jewish Commit- 
tee’s magazine for months finds this impression growing upon 


him. 


Sometimes Commentary refers to these studies as “sociological 
explorations,” but they are all too often literary slumming in areag 
where Jewish foibles and peculiarities can be held and exposed for 


a good laugh.

EVELYN SHEFNER WROTE a story called “The Exiles” jn 
which she clearly reveals her absolute rejection of Jewish life and 
Jewish values. This no doubt qualifies her for the position she held 


on Commentary’s editorial staff. 


Nathan Halper wrote “The Card Player: His Rise and Fall,” 
a derisive and mocking treatment, not just of card players, but of 


Jewish card-players. 

Harry Gersh contributed a 
piece called “The Jewish Paint- 
er,” which strives to be “homey” 
in its pseudo-affectionate treat- 
ment of the habits and ethics of 
this group of Jews. 

“By the Waters of the Grand 
Concourse”, by Isa Kapp, even 
when it tries to pay tribute to 
some Jewish qualities, winds up 
with a contemptuous and dis- 
paraging attitude. 


“The Time My Grandfather 
Died’, by Wolf Mankowitz is 
another of many ever-so-polite 
digs at orthodoxy. It is the story 
of a lad’s discovery that even 
though he ate milchigs and 
fleishigs together—he didn’t die! 
And the opening paragraph of 
this story completely extraneous 
to what ‘follows, tells of the ab- 
sence of a privy in the cheder, 
so that “when a boy raised his 
hand in the middle of a difficult 
text, the teacher used to say: 
‘all right then, all right, go into 
the yard. I am waiting.” Later 
we are told of the teacher’s own 
frequent expeditions into the 
yard. But this is part of Com- 
mentary’s obsession with any- 
thing that smacks of sex. I shall 
give special treatment to that as- 
pect of “Jewish cultural interest 
and creative achievement” in 
another column.

other articles 


which, viewed in total, give 
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one the uncomfortable feeling 
that the editors look upon Jew- 
ish life as quaintly exotic and 
queer and that the abnormaili- 
ties are presented as if they 
were the norm. This is no un 
usual sensitiveness on my part; 
others have called my attention 
to the same thing. 

A couple of years ago in Com: 
mentary Jacob Glatstein wrote a 
seathing review of a book which 
treated of the East Side in just 
that manner. What Glatstein 
said about the book applies in 
large measure to Commentary. 
He wrote: 

“The children of Israel—long 
may they live—they take such 
a pleasure in _ self-flagellation 

- . Must we spit every time 
we pass a synagogue? Must we 
people the tents of Israel with 
nudniks, pick-pockets, rats and 
consumptives? ... Is this really 
the spiritual map of the East 
Side? How do you reconcile tt 
with the fact that the East S.de 
also has a Jewish press, an or 
ganized labor movement, a fer- 
vent religious orthodoxy, a net: 
work of charitable institutions, @ 
Jewish-American literature? ... 
If our parents were tired tailors 
and pressers, should we, the col- 
lege-trained. kids, haul off and 
smack them in the face? ...A 
book by a Jewish writer, about 
the Jewish people, should con 
tain a modicum of Jewish ethics

The notice to the local fund-raising group was conditioned on 
discussions to be held between the two groups. 

UJA BEARS ENTIRE LOSS PLUS $1,300,000 

The difficulty arose out of the 1949 allocation to the U.J.A., an 
amount of $3,797,000. The total raised in Chicago this year is 
$8,700,000. Last year’s drive raised $11,000,000, and the UJA re- 
eeived almost $7,400,000. The U.J.A. leaders, who are said to have 
used blunt language, pointed out that not only did the UJA bear the 
total drop in money raised but another amount of $1,300,000. 

The Chicago Welfare Fund will name a sub-committee to 
meet with representatives of the UJA to see if an agreement 
ean be worked out for 1950, but as of this week, the ruling of 
the UJA leaders stood. Chicago is already preparing for its 
1950 drive, and the ruling will stop work until an agreement 
can be reached. ° 

The local campaign leaders told the UJA delegation that Chi- 
eago was doing practically as well with its cash allocations to the 
UJA this year as last year, and that the community was different 
than other cities. 

The UJA leaders told the meeting that it does not intend to 
let big cities use the needs of the Jews of Israel, Europe and North 
Africa as a base for raising money for local charities. They termed 
the Chicago allocation the “greatest blow dealt the UJA.” In the 
1946-47 drive, when approximately the same amount was raised 
as in 1949, the UJA received eighty per cent of the total. The 
U.J.A. percentage for 1949 is 43.

PUT “AFFAIR BLUM” ON YOUR LIST, 
IT'S INTELLIGENT AND THRILLING

ey Affair Blum” is only incidentally about the framed-up tria] 
of a Jewish industrialist in a pre-Hitler German court. Its 

main struggle is between the emerging nazi elements, and tne al. 

ready weakening Social Democrats, who still cop. 

trolled the Government in 1926, but apparently haq 

little influence over its rightist-minded judiciary, 

This struggle is by no means a struggle of 
words, Nor is it yet the struggle of open violence, 
but a fascinating cat-and-mouse game, with plot 
and counter-plot, in which poor Dr. Jacob Blum, 
quite accurately, is not much more than the vyl. 
nerable bystander who happens to be caught in the 
middle. 

oe If all this still sounds too abstract, let me say 
Wincelberg that “The Affair Blum” is a tense and first-rate 
murder thriller, rather similar to and every bit as exciting as 
“Crossfire.” 

Gabler, a scarred young fascist, commits a perfectly non-poli. 
tical murder in order to pay off some mortgages, and is caught, 
The police commissioner, sympathetic to a former comrade-in-arms, 
unwittingly gives him a chance to pin the murder on Dr. Blum, 
the industrialist, whom the murdered man had been blackmailing, 
and who therefore would have the best motive for the murder. 

Once Blum is in the net, the press and the German judicia] 
machine are much more intent upon convicting him than upon 
seeing justice done. 

It takes all the wit and energy of the Social-Democrat president 
of the Chamber, and a dead-pan police inspector from Berlin, to 
bring the affair to a just conclusion. Rather ruefully does one hear 
the president say at one point: “We Social Democrats are still to be 
reckoned with, toe, you know.” ; 

But aside from that little example of unprophetic hindsight, 
there is a commendable absence of hindsight of the prophetic kind, 
The foreboding of the future, which mars the happy ending, cannot 
be called hindsight so much as common sense. 

Acting, script, direction, everything about the film is of the 
highest quality, and often produces scenes which rank in incisive. 
ness with such a masterpiece as “The Captain from Koepenick.” 

“The Affair Blum” sees its countrymen with a detachment, of 
which undoubtedly but few Germans are capable today. For that 
reason, I can’t picture it doing too well in re-nazified Germany, 
But if the picture does not do record-breaking business at the 
Esquire Theatre in Los Angeles, and wherever else it is shown in 
the U. S., I will be convinced that American Jews are the most 
feverishly escapist-minded people since the decline of the Roman 
Empire, and don’t deserve anything but Betty Grable double fea- 
tures, both in their theaters and in their dreams.

To list the present leaders in the Jewish community is not too 
tough a job of research. In alphabetical order, they are listed below, 
the men with the women, the personalities wao lead community 


thinking and make decisions at 


the top level. 
But first there is a question to 
ask: What about the Dayton 


young people and their succes- 
sion to the ranks of tomorrow’s 
jeaders ? 


Like other communities, Day- 
ton Jewry deeply desires to 
have the younger people be- 
gin to prepare themselves for 
adult leadership. And like 
other communities, when the 
roster is scanned for new lead- 
ership, it is found to be almost 
empty. 

There is general agreement 
that a broader group is needed 
to participate in making deci- 
sions for the community. On 
various occasions, a conscious ef- 
fort has been made to enlist new 
personalities. But progress is 
slow. 

The Listed Reasons 

Explanations fall into two class- 
ifications.

Dayton Jewry 
Well Integrated 


If participation in non-Jewish 
communal life by Jews is a mea- 
sure of integration, then the 
Dayton Jewish community is an 
integrated one to a very high 
degree. 

A large corps of Dayton Jew- 
ish men and women are active in 
positions of leadership in the 
general community. In almost 
every civic group can be found 
some Jewish man or woman in 
a high position. 

In the past the Dayton Jew- 
ish community has had a Leo- 
pold Rauh (his son is now an 
Episcopalian) as president of the 
Board of Trade, and a Harry Leh- 
man and a Ferdinand Ach, all 
powerful men in the total com- 
munity. But the Jewish leaders 
of today get coveted posts too 
because of their ability and their 
consecration to the needs of the 
general community. 

A few of the Jewish leaders, 
and the positions they have filled, 
include: 

Ben Shaman, member of the 
board of education; Sam Finn, 
former president of the Dayton 
Community Chest; A.B. Saeks, 
reports a slight falling off at 
Friday night services this year 
from last year’s average of 300. 
Rabbi’ Agus draws something 
less than this figure but attend- 
ance this year has been slightly 
over that of last year. j 

There is no rabbinical or- 
ganization, but the relationship 
is excellent between the three 
rabbis and they cooperate in 
many common enterprises. 

Dayton, however, is a lay com- 
munity. The rabbis do not ex- 
ercise control beyond the spirit- 
ual realm. The rabbis do not 
head. lay organizations such as 
B’nai Brith or Zionist districts, 
yet the religious institutions oc- 
cupy a major role in the Dayton 
Jewish community. Nine of 
the 19 city organizations are af- 
filiated with the synagogues. 











Spotlight On Dayton, O. 
Vigorous, Integrated 


This is the first of a series ot surveys of mid-sized 
American Jewish communities, upwards of 100,000 total pop- 
ulation, and with a Jewisa population of something less than 
7,900. While these surveys cannot be 100 per cent complete 
they will try to give a picture of the total Jewish community 
and to answer the kind of questions about them which an 
interested friend and visitor would inevitably ask. 

What about their Jewish culture? What about assimila- 
tion and intermarriage? What are the standards of giving, 
and what has happened to it over the past few years? Is 
there cooperation between all elements of the community, 
and so on. And, finally, what about the future? 

The series starts with Dayton, Onio, a city with a total 
population of 300,000 and a Jewish population of around 5,- 
500. Starting right here, there are wide differences of opin- 
ion, but the generally accepted figure is 1,700 Jewish families. 

These 1,700 families support three synagogues and 11 
organizations, almost ali of which can be found in the aver- 
age Jewish community. 

Tae community is fortunate in its rabbis, and in their 
cooperative attitudes. This is one community in which the 
rabbis, though not banded together in any formal organiza- 
tion, respect, work with and cooperate with one another.

Of the 1,700 families, some 1,400 are affiliated, a per- 
centage probably unequalled in any community of Dayton’s 
size. +e 

Like other Jewish communities, Dayton is struggling to 
find the way to impart to the younger generation the instincts 
for Jewish preservation, piety and culture. Organizationally, 
this is being attempted through the Dayton Hebrew Institute, 
tae Hebrew school, and through Sunday schools conducted 
by each of the congregations. 

Very few of the children of Reform families attend the 
week day Hebrew school, which is true of almost every Jew- 
ish community, large or small. Figures for attendance are 
603 at the one-day Sunday schools and 156 at the five-day 
a week Hebrew school. 

Dayton boasts of two Kosher butchers, but not more 
than 400 families maintain a kosher home, with the num- 
ber probably closer to 300 and perhaps even less, if an 
effective checkup could be made. The prices in the butcher 
shops are widely believed to be higher than they should 
be—another familiar complaint in American Jewish com- 
munal life. 

This, then, is a round-up, generalized as it necessarily must 
be, of the Dayton Jewish community. Future reports in 1950 
and thereafter will go into details and look behind the facts 
for reasons and trends. But this is a picture—as accurate 
as the staff of the National Jewish Post could make it—of 
tae Dayton Jewish community of 1949.

Serving three functions, the 
JCC speaks on behalf of Dayton

HE changes in representation on commit- 
ki tees designed to make the annual United 
Jewish Appeal conference in Atlantic City 
representative of the will of the communities 
is certainly for the good, but it should be un- 
derstood that tnese efforts to perfect the sys- 
tem do not change the fundamental basis of 
these meetings of our national organizations.

The analogy holds for the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, the National Jewish Welfare Board, the 
Joint Defense Appeal and so on. In the case 
of tne American Jewish Committee or Con- 
gress, etc., no one tries to contend that their

Consequently I think that if every local community were tg 
take a stand locally against the self-destruction tactics of the 
Council, its days of activity would soon be over. In other words, 
I’m saying that the people who know Eddie Tonkon, the men with 
whom he works and with whom he’s active in the Jewish commy 
nity, can persuade him that the Council as it exists today is nothing 
but the vested interest of a few people determined to rule or ruin, 

Lessing Rosenwald, according to The Jewish Times, said 
about Miss Thompson’s speech, “I subscribe to the opinion 
which Miss Thompson expressed.” 

Miss Thompson attacked Jewish fund-raising in the United 
States. She said Jewish children pledge allegiance to the flag of 
Israel, and she said a lot of other things, most of them false, q 
good many of them vicious, and almost all harmful. 

So Mr. Rosenwald subscribes to what Miss Thompson said, 
That means the Council subscribes to it. That means the Coungej 
is opposed in effect to a virile Jewish life in the United States, 
That means assimilation. 

I hope I’ve made myself clear. I want every federation and 
every Jewish community council to issue a denunciation of the 
Council on the local level. Then a committee should be ap. 
pointed on the local level which will pay a visit to the local 
chapter of the Council and reason with it; and show them what 
the Council’s policies are leading to. 

In this way will the ruling clique of the Council begin to pay 
heed to Jewish public opinion. This doesn’t mean depriving the 
Council of freedom of speech or press, this merely means taking 
action by democratic processes by a democratic group to protect 
itself from annihilation. 

The job will have to be done by the National Community Rela 
tions Advisory Council, but all national Jewish organization will 
have to cooperate. The organized Jewish community should pro 
tect itself.. In Philadelphia a standing committee of the Jewish 
Community Relations Council has already begun to make inquiry 
into the matter, and like committees should be set up all over the 
United States. 

As its practice has been, the Council sent Miss Thompson’s 
vicious speech to the daily press. So it must take full responsi 
bility and even now must be gleefully rejoicing in the “press” it 
has received. 

The American Jewish community has no choice. It must act, 
or else resign itself to continued attacks by the Council. Black 
mailers are only strengthened by silence, Exposure is the only 
safeguard.

I WOULD HATE ito have Carl Alpert sore at me or The Post, 
His series of columns on Commentary are devastating and I’m sure 
have served their purpose—at least the purpose for which I think 
they are written.

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STEPHEN WISE STORY IS A TALE 
OF A LOST AGE OF INNOCENCE 


CHALLENGING YEARS, The Autobiography of Stephen 
Wise, Putnam. N. Y., 323 pages, $4.

TEPHEN WISE belonged to a 
S peculiar period in Ameri- 
can history, the age of Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson, 
the age of the crusading reform- 
ers, the era of suffragettes, tem- 
perance advocates, social service 
and capitalized progress. He out- 
lived that period by 30 years, but 
he always belonged to it; its en- 
thusiasms, its viewpoints, its 
codes always remained his in a 
world grown away from them. 

Dr. Wise was a. controversial 
figure; that is, 
there were al- 
ways adherents 
who hailed him 
as an inspired 
Jeader, a contem- 
porary prophet, 
as well as skep- 3 
tics who were | 
satisfied to call 
him a ham actor, 
a deluded ego- 
maniac, a trigger-happy blunder- 
er, Actually, he was a man of 
enormous energy, extraordinary 
innocence modified by unexpected 
shrewdness, with a flair for dra- 
matization which might have 
made him as popular as a nove- 
list or actor as he was a preacher. 

Except in occasional flashes, 
little of the author’s vitality 
comes through “Challenging 
Years.” Whether this is because 
Dr. Wise’s health was. already 
failing during its composition, or 
because of its studied but unsuc- 
cessful attempt at impersonality, 
or because he did not live to re- 
east and re-write it, is a matter 
of conjecture. At all events, 
“Challenging Years” has not the 
form of the conventional biogra- 
phy; rather it is a series of high- 
lights, frequently interesting in 
themselves, but often missing the 
connecting and background ma- 
terial essential to depth. 

This lack of the biographer’s 
discipline is the more unfortu- 
nate in the case of an extravert, 
for it is just such as these with 
their quick zest and boundless im- 
petuosity, who have written some 
of the greatest autobiographies. 


UBERALISM WAS his creed 
and his standard. It was also his 
limitation and frame of reference. 
It was this liberal creed which, 
as rabbi of Temple Beth Israel in 
Portland, Oregon, made him ac- 
tive in interfaith movements, Civ- 
ie reform and state politics. Con- 
sidered by Temple Emanu-El for 
the post of co-rabbi, it was this 
gauntlet of liberalism that Wise 
threw in Louis Marshall’s face 
when he refused the pulpit on the 
ground that the rabbi must be al- 
lowed absolute freedom of speech. 

Whether this was the basic mo- 
tive of Dr. Wise’s rejection of the 
post, or whether he unconscious- 
ly realized that acceptance would 
Wavoidably constrict and circum- 
sribe those activities so essential 
to the expression of his ebullient 
ature, is arguable. But it is ob- 
Vious that he could not have en- 
dured the benevolent despotism 
of Louis Marshall—or anyone 
tise for that matter. 


His eagerness inevitably made 
him the central figure in any of 
the organizations he served; he 
Was either the leader—or the 
leader of the opposition. It was 
hot that he was intolerant or 
dictatorial, but his sense of the 
dramatic made it impossible for 

to practice or even compre- 
hend—except theoretically—the 
art of the politician, in spite of 
the fact that politics on every 
kvel, from committee to nation- 
#l to international, fascinated 


An instance of this political in- 



















nocence occurred during the con- 
gressional hearings on the United 
States loan to Britain. American 
sentiment was divided; the grant- 
ing of the loan was by no means 
assured. 

This was an occasion for legit- 
imate pressure on the part of 
American Jews to try to make the 
loan contingent on Great Britain 
honoring her pledged word as giv- 
en in the Balfour Declaration—or 
at least as much of it as was still 
possible after carving up Pales- 
tine and giving the largest part of 
it away to an Arab adventurer 
who had no claim upon it, and 
condemning European Jews to 
death in Haman’s gas-chambers 
rather than allow them into their 
own country. 

The leaders of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America understood 
this perfectly—but not Dr. Wise. 
He rushed to Washington to tes- 
tify that Britain should have the 
loan regardless of the duplicity of 
Whitehall. He literally could not 
see the connection between the 
loan and Zionist aspirations. 

And yet Dr. Wise’s Zionism 
was no intellectual exercise, no 
stopgap activity. If “Challenging 
Years” reveals nothing else, it 
shows clearly how passionately 
he was involved, how close the 
ideal of a Jewish State was to 
his heart. But here again his lib- 
eral faith and his dramatic flair 
operated. 

The exhortations to great mass- 
meetings, the personal appeals to 
other great liberals like Franklin 
Roosevelt, the thunderings of pro- 
phecies and proclamations of 
righteousness were the aspects 
that engaged him most closely. 
The mundane and monotonous 
building of foundations ‘could 
never have the appeal of finishing 
the highest tower and running up 
the banner. 


& 

BUT THE CHARACTER of an 
extravert is too complex for dis- 
cussion in a review—or even in a 
full length book. One can at best 
only get snatches and glimpses. 
To me, one of the most revealing 
bits of “Challenging Years” is Dr. 
Wise’s remark about his uncov- 
ered head in the Free Synagogue. 
“As for that cap, it would have 
been the part of wisdom and con- 
ciliatoriness to have worn it. To 
have done so would have violated 
no personal conviction...” The 
liberal frame of reference super- 
seded conviction; it even super- 
seded Jack of convictions. 

Though his Jewishness was 
proud and even aggressive, it is 
almost safe to say that his life 
and opinions would not have been 
radically different had he not been 
born a Jew. This, too, was a sign 
of his liberalism and of the age 
to which he belonged. It is not 
likely that another period which 
can produce a prominent Jew of 
whom this can be said unmali- 
ciously will come again, at least 
not for centuries. 

The world of today knows too 
much, has suffered too much, to 
allow for the innocence and inge- 
neousness of a new Stephen Wise.

CINCINNATI—The first response by an American Council for 
Judaism official to the repudiation by Israel Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion of his widely-publicized call to U. S. Jewish youth was 
an assertion last week that the repudiation did not affect the threat 
of Jewish “nationalism” to U. S. Jews. 


The comment was made by 
Dr. Leon Saks, president of the 
Cincinnati chapter of the violent- 
ly anti-Zionist Council, in a state- 
ment to the Cincinnati American 
ISRAELITE, 

Dr. Saks, who rejected the 
Council’s stand of neutrality on 
the United Jewish Appeal last 
spring to take a top post in the 
local UJA drive, said the repudi- 
ation was an indication “that 
Jewish public opinion is at last 
becoming aroused at the threat 
to a peaceful development of an 
integrated American Jewish life.” 

Dr. Saks said that despite the 
withdrawal, the Zionist program 
remained that of bringing all 
Jews to Israel. 

“Steeped in the bitter experience

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during the past 60 years, some 
Zionist leaders have no under- 
standing of this country and will 
not cease their activities unless 
they are forced to do so through 
the firm determination on the 
part of all American Jews,” Dr.
